so that special attention must be paid 
lo keeping it juicy and flavorsome. 


Breading Keeps in Juice 


A covered roaster, larding, frequent 


basting or a flour and water dought 
are satisfactory methods for roasting. 


Chops and cutlets may be rolled in 
flour or broat crumbs, browned, cov- 
ered and cooked slowly. Pot-roasting 
is also a splendid method for veal cuts. 


Probably there is no other meat 


that responds as well to clover sea-: 
soning. Its flavor is delicate and must 
be enhanced rather than covered up. 
A suspicioun of sweet herbs and mild 
vegetables docs much in this direc- 
tion. 


Professional cooks consider veal as 


indispensiblc for use in aspices, in 
meat and vegetable sauces and in 
many soups. While chicken and veal 
stocks are used almost 
interchange- 


ably, veal stock, is much less expen-r 
sive and even more delicately flavor- 
ed.

Two pounds foreleg of veal, 4 cups 


water, 1 small onion, 1 blade celery, 
1 small carrot, bit of bay leaf, 1-2 teas 
poon peppercorn, 2 teaspoonfuls sail, 
flour.
